DURRO'S  law  and  order  num- 
ber would  hardly  be  complete 
without  a reference  to  those 
things  which  are  happening  in 
the  outside  world.  Our  readers 
may  be  surprised  to  hear  us  speak 
of  a matter,  which  has  been 
more  or  less  avoided  by  college 
men  in  formal  discussion.  Our 
columns  in  the  past  have  been 
usually  devoted  to  matters  around 
college,  but  we  feel  so  stronglv 
on  some  questions  that  we  are 
unable  to  refrain  from  speaking 
longer. 

The  world  has  seemed  to  be  in 
a greater  state  of  chaos  since 
the  close  of  the  actual  fighting 
sixteen  months  ago,  than  it  was 
during  the  period  of  conflict. 
This  is  probably  an  unavoidable 
consequence  of  war,  for  we  have 
noted  in  history  that  the  after- 
math  is  a period  fraught  with 
dangers  to  the  existing  forms  of 
government,  one  in  which  radi- 
calism tends  to  run  rampant  and 


often  one  in  which  the  pettv 
politics  of  the  nations’  leaders 
causes  discord  and  restlessness  a- 
mong  the  people. 

The  present  period  has  been 
no  exception  to  this  general  rule. 
\Ye  have  witnessed  in  the  past 
\ear  a tremendous  conflict  be- 
tween our  leader  and  his  assoc- 
iates, a feeling  has  sprung  up 
between  the  forces  of  capital  and 
labor  which  has  seemed  more  om- 
inous than  ever  before,  and  we 
regret  to  say  most  of  all  a feel- 
ing has  arisen  among  some  peo- 
ple against  the  government,  the 
traditions  and  the  institutions 
u hich  all  true  Americans  hold 
close  to  their  hearts  and  which 
they  are  ready  to  fight  for  to  the 
last  ditch.  Disagreements  have 
unfortunately  arisen  between  our 
own  nation  and  those  with  whom 
we  were  allied  in  the  struggle 
against  the  common  enemy.  No- 
thing which  we  have  entered  up- 
on seems  to  have  been  brought  to 


a successful  and  satisfactory  con- 
clusion and  we  find  ourselves  in 
a condition,  where  law  and  or- 
der cannot  be  truly  said  to  hold 
sway. 

As  college  men.  who  are  sup- 
posed to  be  thinking  men,  it  i- 
our  sober  duty  to  reflect  upon 
the  problems  which  confront  our 
nation,  so  that  when  our  turn 
comes  to  enter  the  business  wor- 
ld. we  shall  not  be  unarmed  on 
questions  of  national  importance. 
The  underlying  opinion  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States 
seems  to  be  one  when  analyzed 
There  should  be  no  hesitation  on 
the  part  of  our  leaders  to  earn- 
out this  will  of  the  people. 

From  the  expressions  which 
have  found  utterance  in  public 
debate  and  in  our  press,  BURRO 
believes  that  we  are  in  favor  of 
a League  of  Nations  provided 
America  retains  her  sovereignty 
which  is  rightfully  hers.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  people  are  in  favor 
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of  an  arrangement  between  cap- 
nal  and  labor  which  will  be  ben- 
eficial to  both  sides.  We  believe 
without  question  that  even  tho 
this  is  a land  of  freedom,  changes 
in  our  government  forced  by 
the  bomb  and  the  knife  will  not 
be  tolerated,  and  those  who  ad- 
vocate such  measures  should 
leave  our  shores.  W e believe 
that  a policy  of  rigid  economy 
-'hould  be  practiced  by  our  legis- 
lators in  their  work  of  law-mak- 
ing. so  that  the  present  high  pric- 
es may  be  brought  to  a level 
where  all  may  live  in  comfort  as 
they  did  in  the  prosperous  days 
before  the  war. 

A period  of  change  is  upon  us. 


A great  many  of  us  will  vote 
for  the  first  time  in  a national 
election.  By  the  way  we  vote 
will  be  shown  whether  we  de- 
serve the  right  to  suffrage.  It 
is  a question,  which  none  of  us 
have  any  right  to  avoid  and  it 
is  high  time  that  we  turn  our 
erious  thoughts  towards  it. 


A XD  speaking  of  law  and  or- 
der.  we  would  turn  again  to 
our  own  college  world  and  view 
what  has  occurred  to  some  of  us 
as  a very  unstable  condition  in 
one  of  the  big  questions  of  our 
college  life.  Lehigh  boasts  of 
three  college  publications,  which 
have  enjoyed  an  up  and  down 


three  publications  to  combine  un- 
der the  management  of  a grad- 
uate manager,  who  would  be  well 
paid  to  come  here  for  the  twelve 
months  of  the  year  and  spend 
all  of  his  time  on  making  all  three 
better  ? Even  though  combined 
the  three  would  still  retain  their 
individuality  and  would  apply 
their  efforts  each  to  its  particu- 
lar field.  And  let  the  profits  he 
divided  equally  among  the  senior- 
of  the  board,  or  better  still  put 
the  leaders  of  the  publications 
on  a salary,  a plan  which  has 
worked  admirably  at  other  col- 
leges. and  if  the  men  do  not  make 
good,  let  the  college  request 
their  resignation.

At  times,  there  has  been  more 
or  less  criticism  of  the  manage- 
ment of  each  of  the  publications. 
As  long  as  that  manage  rent  was 
in  competent  hands,  the  student 
body  had  no  fault  to  find,  but  the 
criticism  at  other  times  has  been 
justified  by  poor  work  in  the  act- 
ual publication  and  by  extortion- 
ate rates,  which  the  managers 
have  imposed  upon  their  fellow 
sludents.

Hut  the 
compensation  should  be  fair, 
and  the  students  should  not 
be  compelled  to  pay  out  of 
their  own  pockets  for  the 
support  of  a man,  who  is  so 
shrewd  that  he  can  “clean  up" 
on  the  college. 

BURRO  would  like  to  see  an 
arrangement  at  Lehigh  in  regard 
to  the  publications  much  the  same 
as  the  management  of-  athletics.

A departure  from  custom  and 
tradition  will  not  be  heralded 
with  a great  deal  of  enthusiasm 
at  first,  but  all  those  men  in  col- 
lege now  on  the  publications  will 
recognize  the  fact  that  a great 
deal  of  this  work  is  often  done  in 
a very  unbusinesslike  manner. 
Some  plan  as  suggested  would 
certainly  result  in  an  improve- 
ment of  conditions  in  this  field 
of  college  activity.  There  are 
many  details  to  be  considered 
but  the  fundamentals  of  this  sy- 
stem proposed  are  simple. 

At  any  rate.  BURRO  feels 
that  the  student  body  has  a right 
to  know  how  the  money  taken  in 
bv  a publication  during  the  cour- 
se of  the  year  is  spent,  and 
would  like  to  request  a statement 
of  the  finances  of  each  of  the 
publications,  when  they  have 
completed  their  work.  In  this 
way,  the  student  body  will  know 
what  is  being  done,  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  different  boards  will 
be  relieved  of  having  the  stigma 
of  “getting  away”  with  an  un- 
known amount,  often  exagger- 
ated. placed  upon  them.
